DANGEROUS PROPOSAL. 

The proposal, put forward et the arms 
conference and which the leading nations 
seem ready to accept, that Manchuria, with 
an area of some 360,000 square miles, be 
practically turned over to Japan, seems at 
first glance to be entirely justifiable. But 
an analysis of this proposal, in the light of 
the principle which it would establish with 
international sanction, is nevertheless 
fraught with grave consequences, which we 
are certain the proponents have failed to 
take into consideration. 

We understand that the primary reason 
for this proposal is based on the fact that 
China is unable or unwilling to develop the 
_Tesources of this immensely rich domain; 
that because of this inability or unwilling- 
ness Vast natural resources that are needed 
by China and the rest of the world are be- 
ing locked up and held out of use. There 
fore the nations needing these materials 
feel justified in confiscating this territory. 
end handing it over to one of their num- 
ber, ready and able and willing to develop 
these great material resources of timber. 
mineral] and agricultural lands. 

Now, from a purely practical point of 
view, a view which inclines to deal with 
facts to the exclusion of principles, political, 
economic or moral, this would seem to be 
the right end proper, because eminently 
practical, thing to do. But leaving out these 
considerations or accepting them as good 
and valid, there is another angle to this 
proposal that deserves consideration. 

If the principle that a nation has no right 
to hold vast areas of its territory out of use, 
even though it be unable to develop these 
areas, is once given international sanction, | 
it will only be a short step to the point 
where this principle will be recognized by 
individual nations and later by state and 
municipal units. Once this principle be 
comes thoroughly accepted and interwoven 
into the body of principles supported by 
international, national, State and municipal 
laws the whole theory or principle of pri-

the owner dictates. Now let the principle

ING COLUMBUS. 
Columbus was an ambitious fellow and 


had pluck, but as for the “discovery” of 
America, Buddhist priests visited our Pa- 
cific shores fully 1000 years before he made 
his well-advertised trip. This is the sub- 
stance of a report which has just been 
made by Dr. William Henry Holmes, for- 


mer president ef the American Archaeolog- 
ical Institute, based on years of study of 
relics in Mexico and along the Pacific Coast 
of this continent. 

This, of course, is not the first time that 
the laurels of Columbus have been endan- 
gered. Lief Ericson is believed by. many 
scholars to bave visited this continent from 
the Atlantic about 1000 A.D., and strong 
claims have been put up for a number of 
others of that period. 

But Dr. Holmes, because of his reputa- 
tion in this line of investigation and be- 
cause of the facts he supplies on the issue 
itself, has certainly given the ghost of Co- 
lumbus the jolt of its career. 

‘He shows that in the period from the 
time of Christ to 600 A.D. Buddhist mission- 
aries were extremely active, pushing into 
the Pacific and sweeping ell before them 
by their seal. They had ships which were 
capable of making the journey to our shores 
and were driven by fanaticism which, he 
thinks, would have been strong enough to 
cause them to brave almost any venture on 
land or sea. Indeed, the records already 
authenticated show that in their crusading 
period the Buddhists even exceeded the 
Christians in the abandon with which they 
threw ‘themselves into the propagation of 
their faith. 

So much for the fervor and the equipment 
mecessary for such an undertaking. But 
what of the evidence supporting the conten- 
tion that they actually succeeded? 

On this point Dr. Holmes shows that from 
Panama along the Pacific Coast to Sonora 
&@ number of ancient sculptures have been 
found, all absolutely distinct fromh the work 
of the Mayans and Aztecs and differitig from 
the products of any other part of the world 
except Buddhist Asia, where Buddhist im- 
ages almost identical with them are abund- 
ant. 

He draws in brilliant colors the contrast 
between the Aztec, Toltec and Mayan prod- 
ucts and those of the adventurers who are 
supposed to have co.ce among them. The 
virile, startling, filnt-faced characteristics 
of the native sculpture emphasize the in- 
trospective, round-faced, placid objects of 
worship which the Buddhist, according to 
his theory, either brought with them or 
taught the Indian artists produce. He
